Seeing  the  Big  Picture 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  RESERVATIONS  HAS  ALWAYS  FAVORED  A  HILLTOP  VIEW 
OF  THE  FUTURE — TAKING  IN  ALL  THE  CHALLENGES  AND  OPPORTUNITIES 
BEFORE  US,  WHILE  KEEPING  OUR  EYE  ON  THE  HIGH  HORIZON  OF  WHAT 
WE  HOPE  TO  ACHIEVE. 

This  year,  the  view  is  spectacular.  More  than  ever,  we  worked  with  partners  across  the  state 
to  bring  almost  two  thousand  acres  under  permanent  protection.  We  made  great  progress 
toward  the  acquisition  of  new  reservations:  Eastover  Farm,  Moose  Hill  Farm,  Signal  Hill,  and 
the  Baker  property. 

Among  other  accomplishments,  we  opened  a  new  reservation  at  Copicut  Woods — a  gateway  to  the  grand  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Bioreserve — and  finished  construction  on  the  Doyle  Conservation  Center,  our  inspiring  new  state-of-the-art 
"green"  building. 

But  perhaps  more  important,  we  are  building  momentum  for  the  future — we  launched  and  developed  key  initiatives,  including 
the  Putnam  Conservation  Institute,  that  will  help  us  contribute  to  extraordinary  conservation  victories  across  Massachusetts, 
and  develop  the  strength  and  potential  of  the  state's  entire  conservation  community.  In  terms  of  protecting  our  states  remaining 
natural  and  cultural  treasures,  the  next  ten  years  will  be  critical — and  now,  more  than  ever,  we  are  ready. 

As  always,  however,  the  distance  we  can  travel  depends  absolutely  on  the  insight,  imagination,  generosity  and  goodwill  of  our 
many  friends,  members,  volunteers,  and  supporters.  I  hope  you  find  in  these  pages  a  satisfying  picture  of  an  organization  that 
achieved  great  things  in  2004.

Landscape-Scale  Conservation  Projects 


TAKING  THE  LONG  VIEW  ON  A  BIG  SCALE 


Snipped  into  ever-smaller  patches  of  green,  Massachusetts 
offers  fewer  and  fewer  opportunities  to  save  individual 
properties  or  contiguous  undeveloped  landscapes  of  1,000 
acres  or  more.  Today  we  see  these  ambitious  "landscape- 
scale"  rescues  as  among  our  most  important  work,  whether 
we  lead  the  charge  ourselves,  serve  as  partners,  or  help 
other  groups  get  the  job  done. 

Why  are  these  big  projects  so  important?  Because  they  pre- 
serve features  no  number  of  small  properties  could  replace, 
like  long  walks,  sweeping  views,  undisturbed  habitats, 
viable  farms.  They  also  provide  critical  mass  to  attract 
visitors — and  to  inspire  contiguous  conservation  efforts 
down  the  line. 


■  Protecting  the  integrity  of  irreplaceable  cultural  and 
historical  landscapes,  like  Appleton  Farms  in  Ipswich  and 
the  William  Cullen  Bryant  Homestead  in  Cummington. 

■  Protecting  robust  networks  of  wildlife  habitats  that 
would  otherwise  be  fatally  fragmented  or  lost,  as  in  central 
Massachusetts,  where  we  are  securing  large  forested  land- 
scapes to  protect  the  wildlife  that  depend  on  them,  and 
preventing  fragmentation  of  other  important  habitats 
along  the  Swift  River  and  its  tributaries. 

■  Sponsoring  innovative  capacity-building  programs  like 
the  Putnam  Conservation  Institute  and  the  Highland 
Communities  Initiative. 


To  these  large  initiatives  The  Trustees  brings  versatile  tech- 
nical skills,  financial  strength,  boldness,  credibility,  and  the 
power  to  act  fast — all  critical  to  competing  with  the  forces 
of  development.  Today,  The  Trustees  is: 

■  Providing  leadership  with  groundbreaking  projects,  like 
the  14,000-acre  Southeast  Massachusetts  Bioreserve  in  Fall 
River,  Dartmouth,  and  Freetown. 

■  Helping  the  Commonwealth's  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restriction  Program  piece  together  protected  farmland  in 
successive  transactions  to  secure  large  enough  areas  for 
sustainable  agricultural  landscapes.

Thanks  to  a  very  generous  gift  from  an  anonymous 
donor,  and  a  bargain  sale  by  Ruth  C.  Cross,  William  A. 
Brown,  Prudence  Brown,  and  Paula  B.  Tyack,  The 
Trustees  was  able  to  purchase  the  "Observatory  Lot," 
direcdy  across  Coolidge  Road  from  the  Coolidge 
Reservation.  Saving  this  2.7-acre  parcel  from  develop- 
ment has  preserved  the  wooded  view  to  the  east  of  the 
Coolidge  Reservation.

CUMMINGTON 

Thanks  to  a  generous  bargain  sale  by  Clifford  and 
Lorena  Thayer  and  a  successful  local  fundraising 
campaign,  The  Trustees  purchased  a  20-acre  wooded 
parcel  to  buffer  a  remnant  old  growth  forest  along  the 
Rivulet  Trail. 

BEAR  SWAMP  RESERVATION  ASHFIELD 

Mark  Zenick,  who  recently  retired  as  Executive 
Director  of  the  Franklin  and  Deerfield  Land  Trusts, 


donated  four  acres  abutting  the  Apple  Valley  Overlook 
portion  of  Bear  Swamp.  Combined  with  his  gift  of  a 
conservation  restriction  these  gifts  enhance  the  scenic 
and  ecological  values  of  Bear  Swamp. 

ASHINTULLY  GARDEN  TYRINGHAM 

Katharine  A.  McLennan  released  her  life  interest  in  the 
music  studio  and  surrounding  land  to  the  east  along 
Sodom  Road  adjacent  to  the  gardens.  The  converted 
barn  was  used  for  many  years  by  John  McLennan  as 
his  composer's  studio  and  a  place  for  gatherings  of 
family  and  friends.

Conservation  Assist  Projects 

IN  LAND  CONSERVATION  AS  IN  SPORTS, THE  REALLY  GREAT  PLAYERS  DON'T  JUST  EARN  POINTS  THEMSELVES  BUT  HELP  THEIR  TEAMMATES 
SCORE.  BY  OFFERING  OUR  SKILLS,  EXPERIENCE,  CONNECTIONS,  AND  FINANCIAL  FLEXIBILITY  TO  BOLSTER  STRATEGIC  CONSERVATION 
BY  OTHER  GROUPS  AND  INDIVIDUALS,  WE  HELP  SAVE  MANY  TIMES  MORE  ACRES  THAN  WE  COULD  SAVE  ALONE. 


EASTOVER  FARM    ROCHESTER  &  MARION 

The  Trustees  made  continued  progress  in  its  successful 
partnership  with  the  Rochester  Land  Trust,  the  Towns 
of  Marion  and  Rochester,  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  preserve  780  acres  of  Eastover  Farm. 
Following  its  purchase  of  66  acres  last  year,  MLCT 
purchased  173  acres  of  woodlands  in  March  2004. 
Collectively,  these  lands  now  preserve  more  than  a 
mile  of  frontage  on  the  Sippican  River.  In  December, 
MLCT  acquired  19  acres  of  Eastover  Farm's  rolling 
fields,  which  are  accented  by  iconic  cut  granite 
stonewalls,  on  Mary's  Pond  Road  in  Rochester.  In 
March,  Richard  Carr  generously  donated  an  adjacent 
4-acre  parcel  to  complement  the  purchase.  In  all,  439 
acres  have  been  preserved  with  a  goal  of  protecting  at 
least  300  more  in  the  coming  year. 

WESTPORT 

The  55-acre  Lee  Tripp  Farm,  which  grows  organic 
fruits  and  vegetables,  was  preserved  through  the  bar- 
gain sale  of  a  conservation  restriction,  funded  in  part 
through  private  gifts  raised  by  local  volunteers  and 
public  funds  from  the  Town  of  Westport.  By  donating 
over  half  of  the  value  of  the  restriction,  owner  Lee 
Tripp  helped  to  ensure  the  farm's  preservation.  This 
is  the  latest  success  in  the  Allen's  Neck  Farm 
Preservation  Project,  a  multi-year  effort  with  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust 


WESTPORT 

MLCT  assisted  the  Schmid  and  Alvord  families  in 
preserving  140-acre  River  Rock  Farm,  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  scenic  farms  on  the  Westport  River's 
East  Branch.  MLCT  acquired  an  agricultural  preserva- 
tion restriction  on  most  of  the  property,  which  it  will 
transfer  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  remaining 
acreage  will  be  preserved  through  future  gifts 

ESSEX 

In-kind  contributions  by  The  Trustees,  Mass 
Audubon,  and  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association 
leveraged  federal  funds  for  the  protection  of  the  121- 
acre  Storey  farm  "one  of  the  best  remaining  examples 
of  the  coastal  Colonial  landscape  found  anywhere  in 
New  England,"  according  to  Ed  Becker  of  Greenbelt. 
Funding  came  from  two  federal  agencies,  adminis- 
tered by  the  state's  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs. 

BROOKS  WOODLAND  PRESERVE 

PETERSHAM 

MLCT  purchased  a  70-acre  property  to  add  to  the  558- 
acre  Brooks  Woodland  Preserve.  This  was  a  partner- 
ship with  Mount  Grace  Land  Conservation  Trust  to 
protect  six  parcels  totaling  205  acres  in  the  heart  of 
Petersham.  Robert  Clark  generously  donated  a  6-acre 
parcel  on  Russell  Road  as  part  of  this  project.  It  will  be 


protected  with  a  conservation  restriction,  and  then 
sold  to  a  conservation  buyer,  with  sale  proceeds 
applied  to  the  project 

MINNECHAUG  MOUNTAIN  HAMPDEN 

The  Trustees  assisted  the  Town  of  Hampden,  the 
Hampden  Land  Project,  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Norcross  Wildlife  Foundation  in  protecting  a  critical 
166-acre  parcel  on  Minnechaug  Mountain  by  serving 
as  fiscal  agent  for  the  Foundation's  S250,ooo  interest- 
free  loan.  The  funds  enabled  the  Town  to  close  on 
time,  and  will  be  repaid  with  a  grant  from  the  state's 
municipal  Self-Help  Program. 

CUMMINGTON 

MLTC  purchased  an  agricultural  preservation  restric- 
tion on  1 50  acres  of  Cliff  and  Lorena  Thayer's  170-acre 
sheep  farm,  known  as  "Splendorview,"  abutting  the 
William  Cullen  Bryant  Homestead.  MLCT  made  the 
purchase  at  a  bargain  sale  price,  thanks  to  the  Thayer's 
commitment  to  conservation,  and  will  assign  the  APR 
to  the  Commonwealth  later  this  year.  Visitors  traveling 
to  the  Bryant  Homestead  via  Route  112  pass  directly 
through  the  farm,  with  its  scenes  of  Southdown. 
Suffolk  and  Dorset  Sheep  grazing  in  the  fields  and  its 
panoramic  views  of  the  region's  rolling  hills. 
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LAND  CONSERVATION 


Conservation  Restrictions 


MASSACHUSETTS  IS  DOTTED  WITH  STRIKING  LANDSCAPES  STILL  IN  PRIVATE  HANDS.  THOUGH  WE  WOULD  NEVER  HAVE  THE 
RESOURCES  TO  ACQUIRE  THEM  ALL,  WE  CAN  OFTEN  PROTECT  THEM  EFFECTIVELY  BY  HELPING  THEIR  OWNERS  ESTABLISH  PERMANENT 
CONSERVATION  RESTRICTIONS. 


ASHFIELD 

Mark  Zenick,  who  is  retiring  as  Executive  Director  of 
the  Franklin  Land  Trust  and  moving  to  England, 
donated  a  conservation  restriction  on  3.8  acres  of  his 
property  in  Ashfield  (separate  from  the  gift  of  land 
mentioned  on  page  4) .  Mr.  Zenick's  gift  will  ensure  that 
the  highly  scenic  qualities  and  agricultural  heritage  of 
the  property  will  be  preserved.  Combined  with  his  gift 
of  land,  these  donations  further  enhance  the  ecological 
integrity  of  Bear  Swamp. 

HARDWICK 

Implementing  the  instructions  in  Betty  Morss'  will, 
her  executors  donated  a  conservation  restriction 
on  her  208-acre  property  to  The  Trustees  and  donated 
the  land  itself  to  the  East  Quabbin  Land  Trust.  The 
property  consists  of  woodlands,  fields,  and  wetlands 
overlooking  the  Ware  River  Valley,  and  secures  a  link 
in  an  emerging  greenway  connecting  the  river  to  the 
Quabbin.  The  former  Morss  residence  will  house  the 
Trust's  offices  and  a  conservation  education  program 
for  the  Hardwick  region. 

HOLLISTON 

The  Town  of  Holliston  granted  a  conservation  restric- 
tion to  The  Trustees  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  on  210 
acres.  As  reported  last  year,  the  property  purchased  by 
the  Town  supports  several  rare  species  that  rely  on  the 


mosaic  of  wetlands,  forests,  and  grassland  habitats. 
The  area  is  also  popular  with  local  naturalists  and 
hikers,  horseback  riders,  and  mountain  bikers.  It  is  an 
important  addition  to  an  expanding  regional  open 
space  network. 

MARION  &  ROCHESTER 

In  connection  with  the  Eastover  Farm  Protection 
Project,  Hiller  Brothers,  Inc.  conveyed  a  conservation 
restriction  on  177  acres  of  cranberry  bogs  and  wood- 
lands as  well  as  a  trail  easement  across  a  portion  of 
the  property. 


MILLIS 

The  Baker  family  and  the  estate  of  Polly  Baker  have 
donated  two  conservation  restrictions  on  29  acres  in 
Millis.  The  land  includes  fields,  wetlands,  and  stately 
woodlands  surrounding  residences  overlooking  the 
Charles  River.  The  property  is  adjacent  to  26  acres  in 
Millis  and  Medfield  that  were  previously  restricted 
by  the  family.  The  Baker  properties  abut  more  than 
500  acres  protected  by  The  Trustees.  The  property 
includes  estimated  habitat  of  the  spotted  turtle,  a  rare 
species  that  will  benefit  from  this  large  assemblage  of 
protected  land  along  the  scenic  Charles  River. 


wiched  between  I-49S  and  Route  1 6,  the  1,000-acre  Charles  River  Headwaters  Area  (CRHA)  is  critically  important  to 
maintaining  thetfcrte's  biodiversity. This  year,  the  CRHA  gained  the  protection  of  a  wonderful  new  neighbor:  the  210-acre

For  families  who  own  an  exceptional  piece 
of  nature,  when  it  comes  time  to  sell  it's  a 
great  consolation  to  know  that  a  conserva- 
tion restriction  will  save  it  from  development 
forever.  Better  still  is  knowing  the  restriction 
will  be  enforced  by  a  buyer  who  shares  the 
same  tender  love  for  the  land.  That's  the 
impetus  behind  our  Conservation  Buyer 
program,  launched  this  year  with  the  help 
of  an  anonymous  grant.  Through  this  new 
electronic  bulletin  board,  we're  connecting 
owners  of  exceptional  properties  with 
like-minded  potential  buyers.

LAND  CONSERVATION 


NATICK  &  WELLESLEY 

Francis  O.  Hunnewell  gave  a  conservation  restriction  on  20 
acres  of  land  along  the  Natick-Wellesley  line.  This  conser- 
vation restriction  is  the  second  step  in  an  expansive  three- 
phase  effort  by  Mr.  Hunnewell  to  preserve  an  important 
area  within  the  Hunnewell  Farms  National  Register 
Historic  District.  In  addition  to  protecting  the  roadside 
along  scenic  Pond  Street,  this  conservation  restriction  helps 
to  protect  the  Lake  Waban  and  Charles  River  watersheds  by 
limiting  the  amount  of  development  that  can  occur. 

NEEDHAM 

David  Richardson  gave  a  conservation  restriction  on  nearly 
10  acres  along  the  Charles  River  in  Needham.  With  this  gift, 
Mr.  Richardson  has  ensured  that  his  house  and  land  will  be 
permanently  protected  and  the  scenery  and  wildlife  habitat 
along  the  Charles  River  conserved.  In  addition,  Mr. 
Richardson  made  a  very  generous  gift  of  the  land  to  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Conservation  Trust,  while  retaining  a 
life  estate  in  the  house.  This  additional  gift  will  help  The 
Trustees  take  advantage  of  additional  conservation  oppor- 
tunities along  the  Charles  River. 

SPENCER 

Dr.  Fawzi  and  Mrs.  Betty  Pualwan  donated  a  conservation 
restriction  to  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  on  their  97-acre 
property  in  Spencer,  protecting  a  rich  variety  of  central 
Massachusetts  landscape  types.  The  property  includes  farm 
fields,  vernal  pools,  and  forests  along  with  a  large  section  of 
red  maple  swamp  that  extends  to  the  Spencer  State  Forest. 
The  Pualwan  CR  also  conserves  a  scenic  hillside  with  out- 
standing views  of  the  nearby  Stiles  Reservoir. 


WESTPORT  &  LITTLE  COMPTON,  Rl 

Jeremy  and  Hanne  Grantham  completed  the  donation  of  a 
conservation  restriction  on  approximately  30  acres  of 
woodlands  in  Westport  Harbor.  This  gift  not  only  protects 
a  certified  vernal  pool  and  prime  habitat  for  the  spotted 
turtle,  but  also  marks  The  Trustees'  first  foray  into  preserving 
land  in  Rhode  Island,  as  a  small  portion  of  the  property 
crosses  the  state  line  and  extends  into  Little  Compton. 

WESTPORT 

Supporting  The  Trustees'  Angeline  Brook  Conservation 
Project,  Selena  Howard  granted  a  conservation  restriction 
on  10  acres  of  her  Christmas  tree  farm,  Little  Tree  Farm. 
The  restriction  protects  an  additional  500  feet  of  Angeline 
Brook.  Included  in  the  gift  is  an  easement  allowing 
The  Trustees  to  establish  a  trail  providing  public  access  to 
the  brook. 

WESTPORT 

The  Chardon  and  Ashley  families  completed  the  gift  of  a 
conservation  restriction  on  64  acres  of  Maskasach  Farm, 
the  historic  homestead  of  Clifford  Ashley,  maritime  artist 
and  author  of  The  Ashley  Book  of  Knots.  The  working  farm 
includes  an  island  and  over  2,000  feet  of  frontage  on  the 
East  Branch  of  the  Westport  River. 

WESTPORT 

The  Artemisia  Realty  Trust  donated  a  conservation  restric- 
tion on  31  acres  of  the  former  Southard  property,  including 
about  2,200  feet  of  shoreline  on  the  West  Branch  of  the 
Westport  River  flanking  Cape  Bial.  The  restricted  area 
includes  the  site  of  a  1665  homestead,  whose  stone  pier  and 
barns  survive,  a  salt  marsh  enclosing  two  tidal  ponds, 
pasture,  oak  and  hickory  forest  undisturbed  for  four 
generations,  and  a  prominent  ledge  that  commands  a  view 
of  the  harbor. 
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When  sold  to  a  conservation-minded 
buyer  to  be  farmed,  the  1 2  0-acre 
Bures  Farm  in  New  Brain  tree  will 

gain  the  protection  of  a  permanent 

Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction.

Highland  Communities  Initiative  (HCI) 

SUPPORTING  COMMUNITY  EFFORTS  TO  PROTECT  THE  DISTINCTIVE  NATURAL  AND  CULTURAL 
LANDSCAPES  OF  THE  HIGHLANDS  REGION  OF  WESTERN  MASSACHUSETTS 


For  a  small  state,  Massachusetts  enjoys  both  a  tremendous 
diversity  of  landscapes  and  a  wide  range  of  regional  conser- 
vation challenges.  This  marks  the  fourth  year  of  our 
Highland  Communities  Initiative  (HCI),  a  program  targeted 
to  the  particular  needs  of  the  38-town  Highlands  region, 
stretching  between  the  Housatonic  and  Connecticut  River 
villages.  This  year,  HCI  made  big  strides... 

■  Awarded  more  than  $48,000  in  small  grants  to  support 
a  pilot  historic-barn  condition-assessment  program,  local 
land  protection  projects,  the  production  of  open  space 
plans,  and  other  local  conservation-related  efforts. 

■  Offered  25  workshops  and  outdoor  walks,  attracting 
nearly  600  people.  Topics  ranged  from  vernal  pools  and 
animal  tracking  to  cluster  subdivision  regulations  and 
affordable  housing. 

■  Sponsored  both  the  biennial  regional  HCI  conference 
and  the  Rural  Roads  Seminar,  which  brought  together 
open  space  advocates,  highway  superintendents,  and  town 
board  members  to  discuss  road  design,  protection,  and 
discontinuance. 


■  Offered  technical  assistance  to  the  region's  planning 
boards  on  zoning  bylaw  updates,  worked  closely  with  six 
towns  on  specific  community-character  related  bylaws, 
and  worked  with  the  American  Farmland  Trust  to  explore 
the  impacts  of  various  land  use  types  on  municipal  budgets 
in  the  Highlands.  Also,  thanks  in  part  to  HCI's  assistance  to 
an  ad-hoc  town  committee,  last  spring  the  town  of  Conway 
passed  the  Community  Preservation  Act. 

■  Published  a  booklet  called  building  your  highlands 
home  that  features  practical  advice  for  siting  a  new  home 
in  an  environmentally  sensitive  way.  Widely  distributed 
throughout  the  region,  this  helpful  booklet  has  been 
acclaimed  as  an  essential  guide  for  newcomers.

Today  in  Massachusetts,  substantial  gains  in  land  con- 
servation depend  more  than  ever  on  close  partner- 
ships among  the  many  players  in  the  state's  broad  con- 
servation community,  from  state  agencies  to  land 
trusts  to  individual  donors  and  volunteers.  With  that 
in  mind,  and  the  successful  HCI  project  as  a  model, 
The  Trustees  launched  the  Putnam  Conservation 
Institute  (PCI)  this  year — an  ambitious  new  suite  of 
programs,  initiatives,  and  resources  designed  to 
strengthen  the  conservation  community  as  a  whole, 
and  enhance  our  collective  ability  to  protect,  care  for, 
and  interpret  the  natural  and  cultural  resources  of 
Massachusetts.  To  guide  PCI,  The  Trustees  hired 
Andrea  Freeman  as  full-time  director  and  convened  a 


top-notch  Advisory  Committee.  Other 
highlights:

■  MANAGING  LAND  &  VISITORS:  STEWARDSHIP  CHAL- 
LENGES OF  NATURAL  AND  HISTORIC  PLACES,  a  day-long 

conference  on  managing  properties  open  to  the  pub- 
lic. More  than  150  people  participated  in  workshops 
on  subjects  from  determining  visitor  capacity  and 
building  volunteer  programs  to  creating  management 
plans  and  managing  cultural  resources. 

■  The  14TH  Massachusetts  Land  Trust  Conference, 
focused  this  year  on  smart  growth  &  smart 
conservation.  Nearly  400  people  came  together  to 


learn  about  land  protection  tools,  fundraising,  pro- 
ductive partnerships,  and  legal  issues.  Keynote  speaker 
Parris  Glendening  of  Maryland  received  a  standing

Great  Marsh  and  surrounding  communities.  Funding 
came  from  the  Alces  Foundation. 


NAUMKEAG  EVERGREEN 
GARDEN  RESTORATION 

When  its  restoration  is  complete,  the 
Evergreen  Garden  at  Naumkeag  will 
be  part  horticultural  wonder,  part  time 
machine — and  a  whole-hearted  celebration 
of  the  talent  of  two  inspired  landscape 
architects,  their  Choate  family  patrons,  and 
generations  of  faithful  supporters,  including 
the  Stockbridge  Properties  Committee,  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and 
the  Lenox  Garden  Club,  which  has  helped 
preserve  the  Naumkeag  gardens  for  more 
than  70  years.  After  nearly  80  years  of 
vigorous  growth  and  tough  Berkshire 
weather,  the  garden  was  ready  for  a 
dramatic  restoration;  today  the  project  is 
nearly  complete,  including  historically 
correct  plantings  and  some  rare  choice 
specimens.  All  that  remains:  to  recreate 
the  fountain  and  welcome  Naumkeag's 
I  1,000  annual  visitors  into  a  serene, 
green  piece  of  the  past.

Ultimately,  stewardship  means  that 
when  we  open  a  new  reservation,  as  we  did  this  year  at  Copicut  Woods,  the  community  knows  it  is  receiving  a  treasure  that  will 
never  lose  its  luster.  ^_^J  ^  ^^^^^^m.

EXCEPTIONAL  STEWARDSHIP  MEANS  GETTING  THE  DETAIL  RIGHT — WHETHER  IT'S  CULTIVATING 
AN  HEIRLOOM  ROSE,  MATCHING  A  HISTORICAL  PAINT  CHIP,  DECIPHERING  THE  SECRETS  OF  AN 
OLD  PHOTOGRAPH,  OR  COUNTING  THE  NESTLINGS  OF  A  THREATENED  BIRD. 


Taken  together,  all  these  efforts  are  what  make  our  reserva- 
tions worth  visiting.  Here  we  offer  some  examples  of  our 
"detail  work"  this  year. 

■  Like  a  gem  restored  to  its  proper  setting,  the  Stevens- 
Coolidge  Place  now  reflects  the  glory  of  its  newly  restored 
French  Garden.  The  57  beds  of  herbs,  flowers,  and  vegetables 
represent  a  glorious  piece  of  the  historical  landscape,  lost 
for  30  years.  The  garden  rehabilitation  depended  on  careful 
historical  research  as  well  as  volunteers  and  donors  who 
made  the  vision  their  own.  In  addition  to  the  gardens,  inte- 
riors now  boast  recently  conserved  artifacts  and  furnishings 
including  a  late  19TH  century  silk  lantern  from  Peking, 
draperies  in  the  Smoking  Room,  and  Frank  Weston  Benson 
prints. 


■  As  part  of  our  new  planning  effort,  we  are  delving 
deeply  into  the  cultural  history  of  many  reservations — 
like  that  of  the  old  mills  that  once  thrived  at  Doane's  Falls 
and  our  Royalston  properties.  While  such  details  are 
the  cornerstone  of  a  sound  plan,  they  also  enrich  our  inter- 
pretive signs  and  tours,  helping  visitors  experience  our 
properties  not  just  as  lovely  places  but  as  pieces  of  our 
shared  past.

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The  easiest  kind  of  stewardship  is  a  no  trespassing 
sign;  at  The  Trustees,  we  prefer  the  harder  work  of 
inviting  people  in  and  helping  them  appreciate  their 
own  role  in  caring  for  our  reservations.  When  prob- 
lems arise — like  wear-and-tear  from  enthusiastic 
canine  visitors — we  look  for  imaginative  answers,  like 
our  Green  Dogs  program,  which  allows  dogs  to  visit  if 
their  owners  agree  to  certain  guidelines. 

Since  the  "shot  heard  round  the  world,"  the  riverbank 
west  of  the  Old  Manse  has  witnessed  a  lot  of  history.  It 
has  also  taken  a  lot  of  wear,  from  the  erosion  of  canoe 
launchings  and  spontaneous  footpaths  to  the  choking 
effects  of  non-native  invasive  plants.  After  four  years 
of  careful  planning  and  restoration,  this  lovely  stretch

of  the  Concord  River  finally  looks  like  itself  again, 
including  new  native  wetland  plants  to  nourish  the 
river's  edge.  Done  in  concert  with  the  reconstruction 
of  the  boathouse,  the  project  exemplifies  one  of  The 
Trustees'  great  strengths:  coordinating  the  protection 
of  many  kinds  of  resources  at  once,  from  precious 
pieces  of  nature  to  delicate  pieces  of  history. 


gardens  that  had  been  acquired  recently  by  BNAN  and 
on  maintenance  needs  at  about  half  of  BNAN's  prop- 
erties. This  three-year  collaboration  with  BNAN,  one 
of  the  most  expert  urban  land  trusts  in  the  country, 
has  enabled  BNAN  staff  to  concentrate  on  garden 
acquisition,  community  organization,  and  the  educa- 
tion of  gardeners  throughout  the  City. 


The  Trustees  continued  its  assistance  to  the  Boston 
Natural  Areas  Network  (BNAN),  formerly  the  Boston 
Natural  Areas  Fund,  with  the  stewardship  require- 
ments of  its  network  of  46  community  gardens  and 
open  spaces  in  Dorchester,  East  Boston,  the  Fenway, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Mission  Hill,  Roxbury,  and  the  South 
End.  Trustees  staff  worked  on  the  restoration  of  several

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Management  Plans  in  Action 


MAKING  THE  WORD    STEWARDSHIP    SING  FOR  OUR  VISITORS 


Though  we  hope  that  hum-drum,  workaday  words  like 
"management  plans"  never  cloud  our  visitors'  minds  when 
they're  enjoying  one  of  our  properties,  it  is  precisely  our 
thoughtful,  multi-disciplinary,  and  visionary  Management 
Plans  that  make  that  enjoyment  possible.  To  understand 
why  our  comprehensive  approach  to  stewardship  is  so  vital, 
take  a  look  at  Appleton  Farms  in  Hamilton  and  Ipswich: 

Created  by  a  group  of  volunteers  and  staff,  the  Appleton 
Farms  management  plan  is  a  step-by-step  guide  to  caring 
for  the  property  scrupulously — while  simultaneously 
keeping  it  welcoming  and  delightful  for  the  public  in  the 
best  tradition  of  The  Trustees.  The  plan  begins  by  assessing 
all  of  property's  strengths  and  vulnerabilities,  challenges 
and  opportunities:  its  history,  structures,  scenic  features, 
ecological  value,  educational  potential,  visitor  patterns, 
financial  sustainability,  and  community  of  volunteers, 
supporters,  neighbors  and  staff.  Working  from  that  funda- 
mental reckoning,  the  plan  goes  on  to  sketch  a  vision  for 
the  future,  outlining  practical  management  strategies  that 
support  our  ultimate  goals. 


Plan  in  hand,  everyone  associated  with  Appleton  Farms  is 
now  working  together  toward  this  shared  vision,  focusing 
our  resources  and  energies  where  they  will  do  the  most 
good.  The  results  have  been  spectacular:  the  re-birth  of  the 
historic  dairy  operation,  with  new  calves  and  new  pastures. 
The  establishment  of  a  thriving  Community-Supported 
Agriculture  (CSA)  program.  The  creation  of  new  walking 
trails.  Realistic  plans  for  a  new  visitor  center  and  renova- 
tion of  four  more  livestock  buildings.  Community  "shares" 
in  the  CSA  soaring  from  230  to  330  this  year — making 
Appleton  the  largest  CSA  in  eastern  Massachusetts. 
An  Outstanding  Achievement  award  from  our  milk  coop- 
erative. A  haying  operation  that  not  only  feeds  our  herd 
but  earns  income  for  the  farm.  And  of  the  $6.5  million  we 
need  for  capital  projects  and  endowment,  a  remarkable  61 
percent  already  raised. 

Management  plans  are  equally  important  at  other  properties, 
too.  Last  fall,  the  Chappaquiddick  Management  Unit  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  its  own  plan,  drawing  on  hundreds  of 
heartfelt  letters,  emails  and  calls  from  constituents  who  love 
Chappy  and  want  our  blueprint  for  its  future  to  work.

Maintaining  this  remarkably  large  and  eclectic  collec- 
tion— from  gate  houses  to  great  houses,  from  dairy 
barns  to  B&Bs — has  always  been  daunting,  and  the 
responsibility  is  growing.  During  2004,  our  building 
portfolio  soared  to  include  23  additional  structures 
across  the  state,  from  Bird  Park's  playful  granite  music 
court  buildings,  to  the  structures  at  Moose  Hill  Farm, 


to  the  new  Doyle  Conservation  Center,  whose  design 
and  construction  Jim  also  oversaw.  Thanks  to  Jim, 
however,  we  now  have  a  comprehensive  inventory  of 
all  our  buildings  and  structures  (based  on  a  new  set  of 
uniform  definitions  that  distinguish  between  routine 
maintenance,  deferred  maintenance,  capital  renewal, 
and  capital  improvements),  a  preliminary  needs 
assessment  for  each  and  a  software  program  that 
allows  staff  to  use  and  track  this  data  with  ease.  In 
short,  we  finally  have  a  rational  way  to  identify  our 
priorities — so  rational  that  when  Jim  proposed  a  list  of 
major  capital  repairs  for  2004,  our  Regional  Directors 
accepted  it  without  debate — a  TTOR  first! 

DOYLE  CONSERVATION  CENTER 

When  thinking  about  The  Trustees  and  its  buildings, 
images  of  historic  homes  and  their  careful  preserva- 
tion likely  come  to  mind.  But  with  the  completion  of 
the  graceful  new  Doyle  Conservation  Center,  an  exciting 
new  image  is  taking  shape.  The  vision  for  Doyle, 
developed  over  many  years  and  finally  realized  this 
summer,  is  to  serve  as  a  central  office  for  The  Trustees 
statewide  staff  working  in  the  areas  of  land  conserva- 
tion, ecology,  planning,  and  mapping — reinforcing 
their  symbiotic  relationship  and  collaborative  poten- 


tial to  catalyze  conservation  action  across  the  state.  It's 
a  place  where  conservationists  can  come  together  to 
share  wisdom  and  war  stories,  and  to  find  partners 
and  strategies  for  the  battles  to  come.  In  this  place,  the 
Putnam  Conservation  Institute  will  work  to  build  the 
partnerships  and  provide  the  training  that  is  necessary  to 
save  more  land,  more  quickly,  and  in  more  communities. 

Given  our  fundamental  conservation  mission,  it  was 
crucial  that  the  building  be  "green" — a  space  that 
reflects  the  ethics  of  the  people  who  work  there,  a 
structure  that  has  the  least  impact  and  most  positive 
effect  on  the  surrounding  environment.  By  using  limited 
resources  in  a  thoughtful  way,  we  were  able  to  create  a 
non-polluting,  non-toxic,  environmentally  friendly 
building  that  will  be  both  a  healthy,  inspiring  place  to 
work,  and  an  important  model  of  sustainable  design. 
One  "green"  example:  thanks  to  a  5360,000  grant 
from  the  Massachusetts  Technology  Collaborative,  an 
array  of  144  solar  powered  roof  panels  will  provide  25 
percent  of  the  building's  electrical  needs.  The  Doyle 
Conservation  Center  opens  the  door  to  exciting 
changes  in  the  way  we  do  business.

WE  HAVE  FOCUSED  OUR  HISTORIC  RESOURCES  EFFORTS  IN  FOUR  AREAS:  COLLECTIONS  PLANNING,  OBJECT  CONSERVATION,  ROOM 
RESTORATION,  AND  CATALOGUING,  INCLUDING  A  STATEWIDE  INITIATIVE  TO  FACILITATE  RESEARCH  AND  ACCESS.  OUR  GOALS  INCLUDE 
MORE  EFFECTIVE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  RICHER  MATERIAL  FOR  OUR  INTERPRETIVE  PROGRAMS. 


COLLECTIONS  CONSERVATION 
AT  THE  OLD  MANSE 

A  beautiful  piano  inhabits  a  room  with  its  air  of  infinite 
possibilities — so  it  was  a  great  comfort  to  see  the  Old 
Manses  1865  Steinway  return  to  its  proper  home  after 
expert  conservation.  Funds  for  the  project  came  from  con- 
tributions to  enhance  the  manse,  a  collections  conserva- 
tion effort  launched  last  year.  This  special  project  was 
undertaken  in  memory  of  Candace  Achtmeyer,  former 
chairman  of  The  Old  Manse  Committee. 

WILLIAM  CULLEN  BRYANT  HOMESTEAD 

Historic  restoration  depends  on  painstaking  research; 
sometimes  it  also  requires  courage  and  imagination.  At  the 
William  Cullen  Bryant  Homestead,  the  original  printed 
floor  cloth  and  stair  carpet  did  not  survive;  to  restore  the 
entranceway,  Trustees  staff  chose  a  suitably  bold  Victorian 
palette  and  patterns  that  most  evoked  Bryant's  time.  With  a 
grant  from  the  National  Trust,  we  were  also  able  to  hire  the 
Cherry  Valley  Group  to  plan  intriguing  interpretive  pro- 
gramming for  the  Homestead  barn.

OUR  RESERVATIONS  HAVE  ALWAYS  ALLOWED  PEOPLE  TO  RETREAT  INTO  NATURE;  TODAY,  WITH 
NATURE  ITSELF  INCREASINGLY  IN  RETREAT,  WE  ARE  INTENSIFYING  OUR  UNDERSTANDING 
OF  AND  OUR  EFFORTS  TO  PROTECT  OUR  RESERVATIONS,  MANY  OF  WHICH  SUPPORT  RARE 
HABITATS  AND  THEIR  PLANTS  AND  ANIMALS. 


As  we  develop  comprehensive  management  plans  for  all 
our  properties,  ecological  inventorying  and  monitoring 
have  become  an  integral  part  of  understanding  our  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities  as  stewards  of  the  natural  world, 
including  its  rare  plants,  animals  and  insects.  Over  the  past 
year,  we  completed  several  such  plans  at  reservations  from 
Cape  Poge  and  Wasque  to  the  Lucy  Stone  Home  Site  (part 
of  the  Rock  House)  and  Peaked  Mountain. 

What  difference  do  such  plans  and  inventories  make? 
Here's  a  look: 

■  In  creating  a  management  plan  for  Weir  Hill  in  North 
Andover,  Trustees  staff  inventoried  moths  as  one  way  of 
assessing  the  property's  ability  to  support  a  unique  popula- 


tion of  insects.  More  than  seventy  acres  of  the  194-acre 
reservation  has  a  history  of  fire  that  may  date  back  to  pre- 
European  settlement.  The  result  is  a  plant  community 
adapted  to  frequent  fire,  one  that  contains  a  number  of 
plants  rare  to  Essex  County;  in  turn,  these  plants  support 
rare  insects,  such  as  the  Frosted  Elfin  (a  butterfly)  and  the 
Sandplain  Euchlaena  (a  moth). 

■  To  measure  our  success  in  ecological  management  at 
Dinosaur  Footprints,  we  tracked  the  health  of  false  penny- 
royal (Trichostema  brachiatum).  Five  years  ago,  with  only 
five  of  these  rare  plants  on  site  and  an  invading  honeysuckle 
army  poised  to  destroy  them,  we  began  work  with  volun- 
teers to  control  the  invasive  species.  Today,  the  false  penny- 
royal population  is  thriving,  with  more  than  2,000  plants!

■  Over  the  winter,  Trustees  staff  implemented  a  restora- 
tion plan  designed  to  restore  the  Sweet  Bay  Magnolia 
(Magnolia  virginiana)  at  Ravenswood  Park  to  its  former 
grandeur.  Deemed  an  Endangered  Species  for 
Massachusetts,  the  Sweet  Bay  Magnolia  population  sur- 
vives as  fewer  than  100  specimens,  located  primarily  in  the 
heart  of  Ravenswood  Park's  Magnolia  Swamp,  and  even 
there  sorely  stressed  by  deer  browsing  and  shade.  We  have 
now  focused  our  restoration  efforts  on  careful  fencing  to 
exclude  the  deer,  and  judicious  thinning  of  shade  trees. 
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Education 

MORE  PROGRAMS,  MORE  PARTICIPANTS 

Across  Massachusetts,  14,500  people  participated  in 
the  633  programs  our  staff  educators  and  interpreters 
created;  as  we  expand  and  enrich  our  programming, 
we  believe  attendance  will  soar  and  that  participants 
will  likely  become  return  visitors,  loyal  stewards  of  our 
natural  and  cultural  treasures — and  maybe  even 
members.  Some  of  this  year's  developments  include 
new  tours  at  Appleton  Farms  exploring  the  chemistry 
of  fall  colors,  and  celebrating  the  history  of  horses 
there;  new  Bioreserve  programs  that  reached  1,600 
students  in  New  Bedford,  plus  our  popular  new 
"Fungus  Foray"  and  the  "Stories  in  Stone"  walk,  led  by 
a  builder  of  stone  walls;  and  our  3RD  annual  Farm 
Festival  at  Weir  River  Farm,  which  drew  300  people 
despite  undeniable  rain. 


REACHING  NEW,  DIVERSE  AUDIENCES, 
AND  FOSTERING  UNIVERSAL  ACCESS 

One  inspiring  example  of  new  programming  that  is 
expanding  our  circle  of  visitors  and  friends:  85 
Pittsfield  third-graders  visited  the  Ashley  House  in 
Sheffield,  where  they  learned  about  Elizabeth 
(Mumbet)  Freeman,  the  enslaved  African-American 
woman  who  sued  Colonel  Ashley  for  her  freedom. 
Later,  on  a  walk  through  Bartholomew's  Cobble,  they 
explored  the  history  of  the  Mohicans  who  once  called 
it  home.  According  to  their  school  principal,  it  was  the 
first  time  many  of  the  kids  had  been  outside  Pittsfield. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  state,  we  expanded  access  to 
our  Islands  reservations  by  buying  a  school  bus,  to 
make  it  easier  for  children  and  other  visitors  to  reach 
far-flung  sites,  like  the  Cape  Poge  Lighthouse. 


ENGAGING  VISITORS  THROUGH 
INNOVATIVE,  PLACE-BASED  EDUCATION 

Place-based  education  inspires  learning  by  connecting 
people  to  the  special  spirit,  features,  and  history  of  the 
place  they  come  from.  Some  highlights  of  our  work  so 
far:  through  Fall  River's  Durfee  High  School,  the 
Bioreserve  Youth  Corps  program  engaged  School-to- 
Career  students  in  conducting  a  forest  inventory  and 
vernal  pool  certifications,  and  in  using  innovative  GPS 
technology  to  map  the  walls  and  cellars  of  the  old 
Miller  farm  at  Copicut  Woods.  On  the  islands,  last 
winter's  "Special  Places  Conservation  Restriction 
Walk  Series"  took  islanders  where  few  have  gone 
before,  exploring  some  of  the  most  beautiful  pieces  of 
private  property  on  the  island,  which  are  protected  by 
Trustees'  conservation  restrictions.  And  at  Cape  Poge 
Wildlife  Reservation  and  Menemsha  Hills 
Reservation,  we  also  developed  two  Islands-based 
"Quests" — educational  "treasure  hunts"  that  teach 
history  and  ecology  through  a  series  of  rhyming  clues 
that  lead  participants  to  a  hidden  Quest  box  some- 
where on  the  property.  Also  on  the  Islands,  The  Claire 
Saltonstall  Education  Program  (CSEP)  thrives  in  the 
Islands  region  serving  school  children,  families,  and 
the  community.  Trustees  education  staff  provided  112 
programs  on  19  topics  that  served  over  1,500  students.

We  earned  those  four  stars  in  part  because  we  have  three  strong  and  separate 
streams  of  income:  our  income  flows  in  roughly  equal  parts  from  member  dues 
and  generous  donations,  from  endowment,  and  from  property  income,  like  gate 
receipts,  beach  passes,  weddings  and  our  B&Bs.  Every  time  Trustees  members  and 
other  supporters  buy  our  organic  greens  or  pay  for  a  season's  beach  pass,  they  help 
give  us  the  financial  strength  to  save  and  care  for  the  state's  special  places.

MEMBERSHIP  SUPPORT 

Just  as  children  are  acutely  attuned  to  the  injustice  of  a  rainy  Saturday,  so  any  organ- 
ization that  relies  on  a  stream  of  revenue  from  visitors  is  sharply  aware  of  a  year 
marked  by  persistent  lousy  weather — like  the  one  we've  just  come  through! 

Thankfully,  despite  climatic  challenges,  our  membership  program  continued  to 
grow- — and  robustly.  Why?  In  part  because,  in  the  best  New  England  tradition,  our 
members  find  ways  to  appreciate  our  reservations,  whatever  the  weather.  And  because 
they  understand  that  the  value  of  our  mission  far  transcends  the  frustration  of  a 
soggy  day. 

In  FY  2004,  we  welcomed  more  than  10,000  new  members,  bringing  our  membership 
total  to  a  record-setting  40,542.  Membership  dues  revenue  also  continued  its  pattern 
of  very  welcome  and  much-needed  growth,  rising  nine  percent  to  an  annual  total  of 
$2,423,000. 

We  achieved  major  recruitment  and  renewal  successes  throughout  the  state,  especially 
at  Naumkeag,  Crane  Beach,  Coskata-Coatue,  World's  End,  Bryant  Homestead,  Cape 
Poge  and  Wasque,  Castle  Hill,  Long  Point,  Weir  River  Farm,  Notchview,  Rocky 
Woods,  and  Appleton  Farms.  In  Norwell,  the  extraordinary  letter-writing  efforts  of 
Betsy  Gordon  and  a  team  of  incredible  volunteers  produced  wonderful  support  for 
our  Norris  Reservation — and  spawned  100  new  members.  The  Trustees  also 
embarked  on  joint  membership  initiatives  with  the  Westport  Land  Conservation 
Trust,  the  Williamstown  Rural  Lands  Foundation,  the  Hilltown  Land  Trust  and  the 
Boston  Natural  Areas  Network. 


For  The  Trustees  of  Reservations,  membership  support  is  critical.  It  provides  critical 
funds  that  allow  us  to  care  for  and  protect  the  94  beautiful  properties  entrusted  to 
us,  to  educate  and  inspire  future  generations  of  conservationists,  and  to  seize  new- 
opportunities  to  protect  still  more  of  this  state's  natural  and  cultural  treasures — for 
everyone,  for  ever.
